In reply to your enquiry as to the nature and importance of the w 
work in which Mr Marshall will be engaged , should he be granted 
leave of absence withovt pay in order to accept his appointment as 
Assistant in Chemistry here, I beg to uaxxx inform you 

a) That our staff in Chemistry ,bsides training a limited number of 
menk to followthat science as a professioyj, gives lectures and 
laboratory instruction to all students of Medicine, Veterinary Sci- 
ence, Engineering and Forestry as an integral part of their Uni- 
versity training. Over ninety percant of our graduates in Medicine 
Sinee the war began, more that two hundred Veterinary graduates, 
and nearly all the Engineers and Foresters have joined the army in 
positions where their special training can be turned to the great- 
est advantage. All the graduates fnom the"special"departments of 
Chemistry and Chemical Engineering since 1914, and a large nunm- 
ber of undergraduates — more than eighty in all — are now working

in the chemical laboratories of the Imperial Munitions Board, or in 


those of plants for the production of explosives, acetone, nickel, 
molybdenum, or other substances essential to the prosecu

ton, British Acetones Toronto, Canadian Explosives Montreal, fhe 

British Exnlosives Works Nobel, and the Trinitro plant Nobel, ask- 

inf to be sunplied with more trained Chemists for their laboratories 


and the Director of Explosives, Imperial Munitions Board, Ottawa 


writes under the date of April 30 1918 as follows :—

"Your men,with their technical training, and their realization 
of the importance of the work they are doing, have been of very 
great assistance to us; and I sincerely xmum hope that the Militia 
Department will realize, in spite of the urgent call for man power, 
the value of in no way interfering with the training of young 
Chemists in this country, for there is no doubt that as long as 
the war lasts it will be necessary for us to call unon the Uni- 
versities for assistance”. 


5} The 8taff in Chemistry has been very seriously depleted by the war. 
Two of the Professors of Chemistry are absent on militery duty, and 


a third as at Washington, asting as technical adviser to the British 


> 


Mission there. The number of Assistants has been reducec, and we 
have the greatest difficulty in securing even this reduced number of 
qualified men. At present, two of the Assistants in Chemistry are 
eraduates of United States Universities, who have been grahted tempo- 
rary exemption by their Local Boards because of the work they are & 
doing here; a third is from New Brunswick; we counted on Mr Marshall 
even so have not been able to complete our list for

In conelusion, I beg to submit that the work done in the Chemical 
laboratories of this University is of $Bsxge real importance to the 
army; that it is being carried out with much reduced staff; and that 

present and searcity of 
owing to the/great demand for/trained Chemistsx we do not know where 


to look for a substitute in case Mr Marshall's leave should be re- 


fused.
